A VERDANT MEMBER

CoL Sherwood ' driJAV a " revolver and 
shot one chief, Jalje Ice, dead. Two 
other Indians Avere Avounded in. the 
melee. None of the constables were 
lunt. The other Indians were being 
taken to Beauharnois gaol to-day. 

Ottawa, May 1.— Great regret is ex- 
pressed hero at the news of the fracas 
between St. Kegis Indians and the posse 
of Dominion police. Col. Sherwood, the 
commissioner, assumes full responsibil- 
ity for the death of .Taiie la;. After 
telograpliing an account of the fray to 
the government, -Col. Sherwood surren- 
dered himself to the authorities at 
lluntingdon. 

A few weeks ago Insectop Hogan of 
the Dominion police, with two con- 
stables, went to the reserve in connec- 
tion witli the same troubles. The In- 
dians practically set- them nt defuinee, 
and the Inspector withdrew to avoid the 
bloodshed:, that seemed ,t0; be. .necessary 
if therlaw, was to 'be ieiiforced. - 



NO MOTIVE FOR INCENDIAKISM. 

So I'olic<> Iteiwrt on the Fire That 
Destroyed tlie Andrews llou.sehold. 

New York, ISIay 1— Coroner Zucca and 
11 jury to-day began an iiuiuest on the 
bodies of tlie twelve jiersons who lost 
their lives in the lire on April 7 at the 
residence of the late Wallace Andrews. 

L'olice Captain .lohii S. Doiiohue, in 
wliose precinct the firo occurred, after 
testifying that Mrs. St. .Tohn, one of tlie 
vicliiiw, liad received aiionyinons letters 
threatening to burn lier children With 
acid, Y.'a.s .asked if lie bclieveil the lire 
the work of an incendiary. " We have 
investigated tlie case thoroughly," ho 
rejilied, "und can.lind no motive. The 
domestics were on good terms with each 
other, and we could learn of no enemies 
tliat .Mr. and Mrs. Andrews had had." 

He di'elare<l that the existence of an 
organized band of incendiaries in his 
precinct was an inipossfbility. 



MONTREAL BLOCK BURNED. 

Nino Tenants and Total Loss Plaee<l at 
Hundred Thousand Dollars. 

Montreal, May 1.— (Special) — Fire yes- 
terday morning destroyed the largo stone 
building on the corner of St. Catharines 
und Urb.ain streets, owned by the Beau- 
dry estate. It was valued at $25,000 
and covered by insufance. There were 
nine tenants in' 'the building, and tlie 
loss .is heavy. 

Tlie N. Y. laundry company's premises 
on the top floor were almost completely 
destroyed, and their loss is over $10,000; 
Liiuhurnor & Matthews, about ?5,000; 
'Jniversal Patent Development Com- 
piiny, estimated at iflO.OOO; Viiiotte & 
Co., boot and shoo factory, ,?10,000; 
KiefTor Bros., shoo factory, about 
.'jilO.OdO. Bonnard & Magor, carriage 
makers in the adjoining building, Avill 
lose heavily, their stock of carriages 
being almost completely destroyed; loss 
estimated at over .'t;i.''>,000. Tlie total 
loss is estimated at $100,000.

The government is willing to 
accord the natives an opportunity to te.st 
their abilities for the Philippine commis- 
sion proposes to allow them almost com- 
plete control of their local afTairs. The 
experiment is already in progress at 
Bomo point ill (he Philippines outsiile the 
Island or Vjiizon. {mi lar as tlie reports 
iadicato, tliese experiments are working 
well and promise to have a good iiiflii- 
enci; in shaping tlio attitude towards the 
United States oi' a (•oiisiilerable oloni(>iit 
among the Filipinos, wliicli has been 
suupiciouB of our intentions.

Thoy toll me that the holes 
have boon filled up; but once a seam Is 
stiirtort, no one can say where tho leak 
will stop. 

Now, I want this thing Investigated. Yon 
linti tho alderman resrxjnfilble for this out- 
rage and I will fix him plont.v, I under- 
stand that It Is the same part.v who Is 
trying to steal a whole street In the same 
vicinity. I also nndorntand that ho states 
that there was an offer niiido to tho city 
of the property. That Is false. Kvon It 
It were so. would an offer liolil good for 
ever, and under nil olrciimstniicos? Ho 
might wait for a year or so lon::er. and at 
the rate thoy are loworlnc the strei't they 
will be able to miiko a eimiil to tho Ann. 
wlileh Is onlv a few feet away; and with 
scows to load It on, they will have enoiigli 
dirt to fill In tlip .Tamos Itiiv mud flats!

Three Passengers Killed and Many 
Futiilly Hurt Near Ilocliester. 

Itochoster, May 1.— Tho most disas- 
trous railway wreck that has ever !uip- 
pencd on a Kochestor railroad occurred 
thi.s aflernoou on the Itochoster & Lake 
Ontario railroad, better knoAvn as the 
Bay railroad, about one-half mile north 
of the city lino, when two cars on an 
excursion train (illeil with passengers 
left tlio track.

on a delicate legal question, ho Ls re- 
tained Ijj: n private individual whose 
claims are directly hostile to those of 
the province, which it is Mr. Martin's 
sworn duty to uphold. Under sueh cir- 
cumstunees as have arisen, it is clearly 
Mr. Martin's duty to tender his roait;- 
nation and allow the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor to suy whether or 'not, hQ , feels able 
to continue him in bticc.' Mr; ^Martin is 
clearly not in a position to advise tlie 
Lieuteuniit-Governor on this matter 
to bo of any assistance to his colleagues 
in sustaining the claim, which they have 
made on behalf of the province. If he 
docs not resign, Mr. Somlin has, it semes 
to us, oidy one line of duty to follow, 
namely, to ask him to do so. Mr. Mar- 
tin's right to accept a retainer from Mr, 
Xiudgatc is indisputable, but by so doing 
ho has disqualified himself, unwittingly 
no doubt, to reniain Attorney-General, 
and should viicnte his offlce immediately. 



VlCTOllIA AS A TEKMINAL. POINT 

That Victoria may become an import- 
ant terminal point for commerce on the 
ocean is clear enou,L,'li, but before suc'.i 
ii result can be reached, the city must 
be.-connccted with tha continental rail- 
Tray systems. Victoria has the advant 
age of proximity to free oeoau naviga- 
tion and possesses, or can readily b 
provided with harbor facilities equal to 
a very lorge foreign trade. It is not 
necessary to enter into comparisons with 
other points on the coast, for the question 
to be considered by tlie pcuplo of this 
city is not whether they can offer gniater 
inducements to commercL' than any place 
■ else, but whether what they can offer 
are such as are likely to attract busi- 
ness. Tlie same rule holds good in a 
matter of this kind as in. say, the dry 
goods business. A merchant do.'s not 
profess to bo able to do belter by iiis 
customers than anyone else, but simply 
to do as well, and he hopes by doing as 
well to conmiand a fair sliare of what 
business in going. In contemplating (ho 
future of the commerce of the l>aei(i(; 
-and making preparations . to secure a fair 
'iihare o? It, wo must get above the idea 
of the townsitc boomer and look at the 
matter from a business point of view. 

In illustration of what we moan refLu- 
cnco may bo made to Boston, which, dur- 
ing the last five years, has made im- 
mense strides forward as a terminal 
point. But Boston is only a short dis- 
tance south of Portland, the terminus 
of the Grand Trunk system and a fw 
hours ride north of New York, where 
iay^^the-buBineiBB^of the United Staies 
Ls' iaupposed to'centre. As was montion- 
i.'d in tiicse columns the other day, Bos- 
ton is expending a large sum of money 
to'orect what will be the largest elevator 
.on the continent, for tbo purpose of 
handling its increasing grain trade. Yet 
all this activity does not prevent Mon- 
treal from making great preparations to 
enlarge its ocean commerce, and w(? find 
St. John and Halifax making signal jiro- 
grcsB in the same line. To suggest that 
any one port can handle all the trade 
that ■will be developed in the Immediate 
future between Oanada and tlie Orient 
is to exhibit a very meagre conception 
of what (hut commerce is likely to be. 
We are. only at the beginning of great 
things, and the object of Victoria should 
be to prepare, not to supplant any other 
ffit7, bat to handle a reasonable abaire 



of tlie enormous busine.'-s to be built up. 

Tborcfore wo say that the thing to be 
considered is not whether eome other 
city can make out a good claim to be 
the terminal point of oceanic commcsce, 
for this cannot be successfully disputed— 
wo suppose a lialf-do/,en phiccs uoiilU 
bo named on the coast, where, if traua- 
portationrfa<dliti«isi)'were provided, com- 
merce would find its way In evcr-iacireas- 
ing quantities— but what the advantages 
of Victoria aro us ti shipping port. 

As far as regards ocean transporta- 
tiorti^jyictotlji's; position ; is exccpilonal. 
All Vessels from' the Orient seeking the 
terminals of the three iiortheru trans- 
continental railways, must enter the 
Strait of Juan de Fuea. This Is tlie con- 
trolling I'a^rur in the .situation as it now- 
stands. It is not well to conceal from 
ourselves the fact that this may be 
changiHl by the adoption of some other 
point either on this island or the Br.t- 
ish Culumbia mainland as the terminus 
of a new transcontiuontul line. But wo 
are dealini|,witli things ns.thoy.are/pow, 
and at present all trafflc frbin tlicVcean 
enters by way of the Straits. Victoria 
is the nearest Canadian city to ibe 
ocean, and other things being equal it 
can reasonably ihope to receive some com- 
mercial benefit from this. Can other 
things bo equalized? We l)elleve they 
can be. There is no reason whatever 
why Victoria cannot be made a lermiaal 
of -the whole continental railway system 
in the same sense as Now York nnd 
Boston aro its terminal.s. The fact that 
our city is on an island is no obstacle. 
Trains can be transporled to this city 
over the narrow water stretches between 
this island and the Hainluud witli as 
great speed and as much regulnilty and 
at least as low a cost as over the same 
number of miles on any part of the con- 
tinental railways. The establisiiing of a 
ferry would bo uo more expensive than 
the construction of a similar number of 
miles of railway, probably not as much 
a.s the nvornKc cost of mileage in Biit- 
ish Columbia. If then, the conditions 
of transportation can be equalized to 
what they would be if the city woro on 
the Mainland, (he proximity of the port 
to the ocean will a'we us an adviuitago as 
a terminnl for trans-l'acilic coinmi-rce. 
We shall refer to this matter a.i^.iin. 



A SUGGESTION IlEYIVEI). 

In ISIG Henry Clay, oiK' of America's 
greatest .sous, organiiied the American 
Colonization Association, the object be 
ing to establhsh in Africa a republic of 
emancipated slaves. For this purpose 
a tract of land ou the Guinea coast was 
selected and a colony was planted there. 
It was a failure chiefly because a very 
unhealthy location was selected. Five 
years later a tract having a coast lii.e 
of DOO miles and a depth from the son 
of about .50 miles was ceded to the so- 
ciety by the chiefs, who oxorc'scd sov- 
ereignty over it and the beginniag of a 
permanent' settlement was made. Later 
new territory was obtained bV purchase 
from neighboring chiefs, very much of 
which is now owned by the society. In 
1847 the society surrcuderod all control 
of the government of the country, which 
was thereupon rccognixod first by Great 
Britain and afterwards l)y all tlic lui- 
tions as .'ui independent republic and has 
so remained. It has been very success- 
ful and has a large and groAving com- 
merce. Only about 19,000 negroes were 
ever sent from America to Liberia, but 
immigration from adjacent territory and 
the acquirement of new domains lias 
swelled the population of the republic to 
about 700,000. Its affairs are in a high- 
ly satisfactory condition, thus establi.sli- 
ing the ability of the negro to maintain 
sueeessf idly a civilized government and 
popular institutions, and to impress their 
advantages upon savage tribes. 

Some very sanguine people thought 
they saw in Liberia the solution of the 
slavery question, and it was expected 
that it would be found po.ssible to trans- 
plant the w-iiole African population of 
the United State's to the now republic, 
but these anticipations wore soon found 
to be visionary, so that the general dis- 
position was to vote that Liberia was n 
I'ailinc. The very acute nature of the 
race problem in the South lias once more 
focus.sod public attention upon this re- 
public, and the suggestion of an cxtcn 
slvo scheme for assisted emigration thi 
thcr is rcfjarded with nnicli favor. Liberia 
is .uliniralily adapted for eohjiiiziiliiiii. 
Il.s soil is fertile and its climate healthy 
The statement is made upon excellent 
authority that the 20,000 or less Ameri- 
can negroes who went there, and their 
(lesci'iidants, now pay taxes upon at least 
.•^lUID.Ol 10,000 worth of property. 

-Mtliough Liberia is at ijrcsent tnitire- 
ly indi'ijeudent of any other nation, and 
although the desire of the people has been 
to regard the IJnitod States In the light 
of a proti'ctcu-, it is inliMuilcd in r 
siiiinsiblc (inarli'rs that a diicct iirotci 
onite on the part of Great Britain would 
not be unwelcome, in view of the dispo- 
sllion of F'ranee to assort a claim to any 
territory in West Africa not already lu 
tlie hands of the Great Powers. The I^i- 
bciian experiment Is likely to prove an 
extremely interesting one, and amy aid 
in solving one of the most difllcnit prob- 
lems with which the United States is 
concerned. ' ' . • '

ANNOUNOE.M ENT. 

The announcement of Sir Wilfrid 
Liuirier that ccrlain railway resolutions 
will shortly bo submitted to parliament 
will be generally uaderstodd jis meaning 
tliat a new lot of subsidies arc to bo voted. 
We have anticipated as mucli and it was 
with tliis in iniud that wc have urged 
the presentation of '' the claims of Van- 
couver l.sland to an oxtoiislon of its 
railway sysloin. We hope the rcpi-i>scn- 
tativea of British Goluiniba, no mattcT 
what tteir polities may bo, will unite 
in an effort to secure for this province 
something like a fair measure of justice. 
As was i)ointo(l out l>y Seuator Macdon- 
ald recently in llio Senate, this province 
contributeil to the revenue of the I),v 
minion in the year ending ,luno ;50th last 
the vast sum Of $3,035,522. No one 
jireteuds that more than half this amount 
eiin he properly charged against us out 
of the total expenditure {)C Canada, no 
matter what basis wc calculate. Our 
ehilin for liberal treatment is based 
tliorofore upon our present duo. and upon 
the direct finiincial gain to the Dominion 
wliifh will flow from the opening of the 
coiiatry by railways. 

The government propose.i to go on 
with its redistribution bill, and this tak- 
en in. connection with the prospect of 
railway subsidies may be taken as indi- 
cative of ail early dissolution, with Sen- 
ate refonu, which is also to form the 
subject of a resolution, as one of the 
planks in the government platform. On 
the whole the pntlobk is for a very much 
more important session than was ontici- 
pated. ■

Whereas, parliament called for a pleb- 
iscite in this Dominion ou the question of 
the prohibition o( the liquor traflic, with 
the following results: 

1 The people taking tire opp(u-tuinty 
in good lailh polled "a larg.' vote under 
the circumstances" as admitted by the 
Premier, that is to say, -14 per cent, of 
the electorate, which is large as eompar- 
e<i with till- percentage usually polled on 
(luestions or by-laws submitted to tho 
idectors when no othi-r election is being 
held, resulting in a majority of nearl.v 
14.000 for prohibition, or carrying 128 
constituencies for and 85 against prohi- 
bition. , , ■ .' , , : 

2 In Qiieln'c, the only province giving 
an adverse vote, the vote against prohi- 
Iiitiou was mainly Fronch-Oanadinn and 
evidently actuated by some other motive 
limn favor for, the liquor trallic, or 
or desire for strong drink, for only about 
om^third of the rural municipalities had 
liquor licenses issued in them last yo.ir. 

:! Outside of Quebec province tho poll 
for prohibition was 28 per cent of names 
on voters' lists, whereas the Liberal 
partv in 1800 had only 25 per cent. 
-Vgain more than five persons voted for 
pr(diibition for every three ag-iinsf it; 
and 120 constituencies were carried for 
prohibition while only 28 were carried 
against it, tho average majority in each 
case being much greater on the side ot 
proiiibition. 

4. While the vote in Quebec -ivas over 
four to one against probibilion, that in 
all the remainder of the Dominion was 
ill favor of prohibition as follows: Prin.-:e 
Edward Island gave nearly nine to one; 
Nova Scotia over six to one; Manitoba 
over four to one; New Brunswick nearly 
three to one; Northwest Territories over 
two to one; and British Columbia nearly 
five to four. 

Therefore be it resolved, that we do 
most earnest uphold the "Dominion Al- 
liance" in its attitude concerning present 
parlianiimtarv duty in the matter re- 
ferred to, in" resjwnse to tho o.Npressed 
will of the people of this Dominion; and 
We feel that the Dominion parliament 
would be acting as traitors to the coun- 
trv and trillers with the electors if they 
ulterlv ignore the voice of the interested 
pletor'ate, and especially of the remirk- 
abiy large majority outside of Quidiee 
province, particularly sim^e the cost ami 
evils of the pernicious luxury are by 
no means confined to the willing sup- 
iwrtees of the liquor trallic.

Power Boiler In Troiisiti 

The Alaskan Despatch of Aliril 
says: "One of the most dastardly crimes 
ever perpetrated in this mining camp 
was enacted at about 11 o'clock last 
night, and would reflect credit upon the 
devil.

Tho 
party attaclicU was the Llaiiiot) trail com- 
mittee, Mr. J. D. Sheldon, the chairinnn 
of whLeli arrived' at Skagwny last Tnes- 
day. 

The coiiiiiiiltee had ruisoil faiul.s, !(>- 
eiited ehiLips and starti-ii in to o|ion a 
suunuer trail up to KUiUwiui and lh>'ace 
to 1!(Ui1iIlm- cri-eli. Kro'-yUiiiim' moved 
merrily until the iiativii bucl\.s took ex- 
ooptioa to tlie intrusion of the white 
men, niiii KtnrteJ in, about 200 strong, 
all wtdl uruied, to clean out tlie work- 
ers. Tlie laborers were driTcn into the 
Mission and set about orgnnizinff Cor 
resistance. Some fifty of the hot heads 
nrmeil themselves and wanted to go out 
iiumtMliatSly, but tliey were prevailed up- 
on by the cooler residents to delay, and 
in the meantime Mr. Sheldon wont to 
Skagwa.v to see the autlioritinn. Commis- 
sioner Schlbrcde wns appealed to to 
order the troops out, l)ut he tlioiiKlit hest 
to lirst iiiye.sliu'attv Captain Yatoman 
WRB uiipealed to direct, tiud from tho 
fact that lie ordi>rod his meat supply for 
the troops until Tlnirsday, and tho 
.steamer rilgrim to Dyea, it is clear th.it 
the Captain is fjoia^; down with :i de- 
tnehmeiit and \n- ready for work if! 
occnsion dcinaiida. Marshal Tanner and 
Comiuissionftr Sehlhrcdo go on tlie same 
hoiit, and thc! chances are that these 
Indians will bo lirought to their senses. 

Tho tril)e in the country alouf,' the 
Chileiit river is tlie most powerful .ind 
apj^ressire in Alaska and if thi>rou;chl3' 
ji roused aio capable of creating u serious 
disturbimop. It is hoped, howcTOr, that 
the affair will blow over, and bloodshed 
be avoided. 

Thf result from latest information 
received from Hninos is to the effect that 
two chiefs and several bucks are now 
prisoners at IlaLnes waitinp the decision 
of .hulire Sehlbrede iu the matter," says 
tho Skagwny Ahishnn of April 20. 

"It appears that yesterday morning tho 
mnishal backed up b.v tlio detaclinient of 
regular troops went up to the trail and 
arrested all the Indians iu sipht, namely, 
tho two chiefs and several bucks, .■in(l 
brought them down to Haines where 
they were locked no pending Judge Sehl- 
brede's action in the matter to-day. If 
held they will be brought to Skagway 
and imprLsoncd until tlie arriv.nl of the 
Cottage City to take them to SitUa. 

"Mr. H. D. Gardiner who arrived from 
the Mission when asked concerning thcf 
recent trouble said: Last Tuesday a man 



started up the Chilcat river in a boat. 
When about eight miles above Haines 
Mission he was stopped by several In- 
dijuis aad make to return. Ho came 
back to Haines Mission and got two 
more men and these tliree started up the 
river hi a bout armed with Winchesters. 
Tlicy were not stopped by the Indians 
but proceeded .on, up ; the, river. Last 
Sunday abotttthalf-^ifl;^?!aozea.;;menf;were 
seat np to builfl a trail' and when about 
eight mdes from Haines they wore stop- 
ped by about twenty armed Indians, 
who refused to allow them to go to work, 
jfot wanting to have any trouble tho 
men returned to Haines Jlissioa and tho 
troops were sent for." 
. Mr. Gardiner did not know anything 
about the rumor, that someono is incit- 
ing the Indians against the whites, bat 
he said that it was no doubt the cause 
of the' r<K:entf tp^ible.- , , , ; , . . ;

Skagwoy papers, received by the steam- 
ship Danube yesterday contain news of 

two fresli gold strilies. A li;ttcr dated 
.■\tlin. April 17, from Capt. Wia. Fallon 
piihlislu.d iu tho Budget says; "On April 
l>, as 1 was on my Avuy into Atlin, we 
i-ampcil nil tlie Fantail trail about eight 
miles from I^)g Cabin. There were Hvo 
in our party, and while looking around 
for water I discovered a small creek. In 
cutting through the Ice to get water I 
struck e-a^'el. and with a hand dish 
washed oat several colors. I stakod 
the dlstiovery claim Of 1,000 feet anil 
iianKMl the stream Fallon crock, aCtar 
myself." 

A wonderfully rich strike is also re- 
ported on Wright creek where, it '.* «nid, 
$0,000 in coarBc gold was taken from a 

crook in a little over four days. 

A scries of robberies have lately been 
committed at Skagway. Over .f-tOO in 
cash and a cheek for a large sum was 
taken from a tnan who was foolisii 
enough to vis't apartments over a sa- 
loon ou Holly street. The cash is gone, 
hut payment hijs been Stopped on the 
check, which was payable at the Can- 
adian Bank of Commerce. 

Joseph Canta arrived at Skngwny from 
Seattle last week with fourtceu cows and 
eight ciilves, which he is taking to Daw- 
son to furnish milk for the hospital. Hef 
expects to walk the cattle down to the 
foot of Lake LaBargc, where he has five 
men at work building a scow, and when 
the river opens will float Ihem down to 
Dawson City. Mr. Canta's principal ob- 
ject is to supply the hospital in Dawson 
witll iresh milk and then, if he has any 
to spare, he will sell it to individuals, 

A man named Yictor Bcrdono was 
found dead in tho Log Cabin hotel on 
April 11). Tho man was known by few 
in the North. The Skagway-Atlin Bud- 
get states that .Skagsvay will shortly 
ha VI' a Methodist college erected within 
its limits. Rev. J. J. Walker, superin- 
tendent of Methodist missions in Alaska, 
having arrived in the town for th it 
purpose. 

At a recent mec^ting of the minors in 
tlio Atlin district it was also decided 
that legal placer claims shall comprise 
20 acres, and shall not cover more than 
l.SOO feet in length. Each claim mast 
be rer>rcscnted for a period of 20 days' 
actual work on each claim, or $100 
worth of work. Said represDntihg to he 



applied at any time between May 15th 
and September l.'itb. 
^ A count kept by the police at Lake 
Tagish places the number who came out 
of the Klondike country during Febru- 
ary and March at 500, 200 less than the 
number who wont iu.

It Was Discovered Five Years Ago but 
Abandoned for Other Diggings. 

'riie KloiuUko Nugget- of recent date 
coutiUna oulte an lutercatlng story of the 
flvdlng Jack'-t'^ade.,'Prcok>j;^the| latest Kl- 
dorndo of tlie iriikoli, Tho NUgget says. 

"Five yeara ago two." mch;wanaered. Into 
an unknown, stream • Jofhlng I'nralkcr'B F4>rlc, 
ciglit uill°a from tho conaiience' of that 
streniu with Forty STIle. When eight or 
ten niUos up the uuprospcctcd tributary, 
the nuMi sank two holes to bed rock, and 
In each found splendid prospects. They de- 
liruiineil to locate claims, but at the very 
aimuoiit when they were about to record 
tiie sanu', iiew.s of Miller Creek caaie to 
liiinil, liio two iirospeclorK hastening to tlio 
scene of tlie '•latest marvel." I'or many 
years thereafter .lack AVade f'reek was 
kiiov.ii as a piMtltlcss "pup" of Walker's 
Fi'i-k. 

"Iu Keplcmlx-r <if hist year tlie creek was 
staked fniui lieiul to nioatli, lait tho vast 
majority of ehiliiis were never placed on 
record. About tlie llrst of .Tmuiary of (lie 
current year, two iiartles l)eKaii prosiiect- 
liiK the creek, tliougli wltlioiit the knowl- 
edge of each otlier, one working near the 
tuoutb and the other lieur the fountain head. 
Almost at the same moment' bed rock was 
reached hy both parties, and so rich rc- 
snlts obtained that tho two discoveries were 
put on record tliat tiie vast wealth i>f the 
strike tipped to personal friends. At the 
end of a few days tiie creek had lieen 
slakeil its entile leiigtli aad also the beach- 
es and trlhiita rios, tho latter lieliig llfioen 
ill iiiimlier.
